A popular sport at this time of the 
year, is a combination hunting and 
fishing trip. If the trip covers a num- 
ber of days and can be taken in a 
canoe, then you have the high point 
of outings, providing heavy creeils and 
‘big bags are not essential to your 
happiness. 

Comparatively meager results must 
be reckoned with on any combination 
fishing-hunting trip, for big killings are 
not as likely as when your energies 
are directed all in one direction. There 
are compensations, however. The op- 
portunity to indulge in both sports on 
the one trip is something; living in 
the open at this season is delightful; 
mosquitoes, flies, and other pests need 
not be considered; the evenings around 
the camp fire will be remembered for 
many &@ moon, and when you finally 
snuggle into your sleeping bag or blan- 
ket at night, O, boy, how you do sleep 
providing pardner’s snoring will per- 
mit it. | 

This early in the season shooting 
will have to be a secondary considera- 
tion, but enough squirrels, shore birds, 
and waterfowl can be killed to keep 
the pot agoing, and the fishing with 
either bait or fly rod should be good 
in most waters.

| very beginning of her career, as she 


is rarely trusted with any but the 
simplest of routine work, for which she 
is meagerly paid. 

This is the day of business as well 
as professional specialists, and one 
must be trained in one line of work in 
~.uer to specialize. 

The progressive girl realizes the ad- 
vantages which come with a few 
months’ training in a particular branch 
of office work, fits herself accordingly 
and is able to start on her career with 
the knowledge that she can step into 
any office prep@red to carry out the 
work given her and that she is able 
to command a respectable salary. 

Any large commercial house is evi- 
dence of the fact that it pays to spend 
a few months training for work in an 
office. The girls who start fresh from 
grammar or high school are usually 
put to work opening and sorting mail, 
running errands from one department 
to another, filing, acting as informa- 
tion clerk, etc., for which they are paid 
from about ten to fourteen dollars a 
week; while the girls in the same house 
who do stenography, bookkeeping, bill- 
ing, etc., are paid on a much higher 
scale of wages. It is usually from the 
latter class of workers that a girl is 
chesen occasionally to fill one of the 
few executive jobs which the house 


has to offer ts women employés. 
When young women are ready to 
start to work they are inclined to feel 
that the extra time spent in learning 
@ special branch of office work is that 
much time wasted, and they haven't 


| 


sufficient patience to give to the task, 
hence they start working for a pit- 
tance and keep on working for years 
on little more than that. ; 

A young woman of my acquaintance 
worked as stenographer and secretary 
for four years before her marriage, and 
when after the death of her husband 
she found herself forced to earn a liv: 
ing for herself and two children, a few 
weeks only were necessary for her 
to again prepare herself to take dicta- 
tion, and she was able to start working 
for a considerably larger salary than 
she would if she had had no previous 
business training. 


The time and money spent in fitting 
herself properly for work in an office 
are more than repaid to the business 
girl in the desirability of the jobs 
opened to her by the training. Also 
a sense of independence is given the 
trained worker, for she is not depend- 
ent on one business house for a job, 
as is often the case with the untrained. 

To every young girl who is consider- 
ing going to work when vacation time 
is over I would earnestly suggest that 
she prepare herself properly for the 
business world by spending some little 
time learning to do stenography, book- 
keeping, or to manipulate one of the 
many efficiency devices with which the 
modern office is equipped.

Great Britain is not giving advice and is not 
criticized. It seems impossible that a people should 
assert such a right for themselves and then declare 
that the American army plans are hostile to the 
intent and purpose of the league of nations. 

The comment that the American army, as Sec- 
retary Baker wants to establish it, would destroy 
the league or make it a sham, is inexplicable. If 
Mr. Baker wants ea large regular army it is be- 
cause the war department foresees many new and 
strange purposes to which the American soldiers 
may be put undtr the league. 

We have them in Siberia and northern Russia and 
Germany and elsewhere. Great Britain wants us to 
send them to Armenia. They are supposed to go 
wherever there is nothing to be had but trouble. 

In addition to a large regular army, which must 
be large if it is to undertake military missions 
everywhere in the world, the United States wants 
universal service for its own national well being 
ané@ security, for the development of its youth and | 
the guaranty of its future. | 
‘Expeditionary forces would not be developed by 
universal service. The nature of the plan indi- 
cates the nonaggressive character of the citizen 
army of the United Stated, It is America’s right to 
train its young men, organize, equip, and disci 
pline them.

But perhaps more than anything else they feared 
the encroachment of the state. It. is obvious that 
if the state is gaing to regulate the corner grocer, 
the next step ig the regulation of the corner drug- 
gist, then the hardware merchant, and so on till 
every occupation is included, not even excepting 
the soap box orator. In such circumstances the 
Fourth of July orator could no longer boast of the 
freedom of the American individual, whatever else 
he might have to boast of. 
We do not contend that modern conditions do 
require a greater degree of state intervention 
than was necessary when the nation was young. 
But there is reason to believe that without realiz- 
ing the consequences the Americanspeople are com- 
ing more and more to surrender their individual 
instead of thinking what he can do for 
himself thinks first of how he can get the state 
to do something for him. Consclously or not his 
ideal of the state is that it should be a benevolent 
despot. |

But the limit of good 
they can do was reached several /years 
ago, and we have had to wait some 
new procedure to again start course 
of improvement. Let no one miginterprét 
this statement as meaning that diph- 
theria is as bad as it used to be, The 
conditions which prevailed prior to 1895 
would not be tolerated now. 

The pew procedures now being applied 
are the Schick test and vaccination. 
When diphtheria breaks out in a school 
or a children’s home they make a Schick 
test on each child. This test shows that 
about one-half of the children are in- 
capable of catching diphtheria. Such 
children are allowed to do about ag they 
please. The susceptible children are 
vaccinated against diphtheria. Diph- 
theria vaccination causes less trouble 
than smallpox vaccination. It is still on 
trial, but in the various cities it has 
been tried on a few hundred thousand 
people in the aggregate.
